^ Senator Knowland 
Not So 'Irregular' 


If one looks only at the voting record of Senator 
William F. Knowland, Republican leader in the Sen­ 
ate, he appears more nearly a "regular” than his 
statements on foreign policy make him out to be. 
At the 1953 and 1954 sessions, Senator Knowland 
went down the line with the administration on every 
important roll call but those on the Bricker amend­ 
ment and censure of McCarthy. He was one of a 
minority of Republicans voting in 1953 against a 
proposal by Senator McCarthy to penalize foreign aid 
recipients if they traded with Red China. Also in 
1953. Knowland voted against a move by Senator .John 
W. Bricker to forbid trial in foreign courts of U. S. 
troops serving with NATO. 
But when it comes to the U N., the U.S., and Red 
China, Knowland has consistently opposed adminis­ 
tration attempts «t keeping the door open for negotia­ 
tions with Red China. Before he became majority 
leader, as chairman of the .Senate Republican Policy 
Committee in 1953. Knowland introduced a resolution 
falling for U. S withdrawal from the U N. if fled 
China were admitted. In the end, the Senate declared 
that "it is the sense of ('ongre.ss that the Chinese 
Communist government should not be admitted.” 
Knowland was advocating a blockade of Red 
China as long ago as February 7, 1953. He became 
acting majority leader only on .June 10. 1953. He was 
elected majority leader on August 4, after the death 
of Senator Taft. 
Curiously, five senators who were absont from 
that caucus were on record as favoring a postpone­ 
ment of choosing a succe.s.sor to Taft 
They were 
Styles Bridges iN H.i, McCarthy, Bricker. Herman 
Welker (Ida i, and Ceorge W. Malone (Nev.t, all 
members of the Republican right wing for which 
Knowland is becoming inrreasmgly the spokesman. 
Knowland on .November 27, 1954, repeated his 
demand for a blockade of Red China, at the same 
time saying that he had not consulted with the State 
or Defense Departments. Secretary of State Dulles 
first and then President Eisenhower ruled out a 
blockade as an "act of war ” 
Then on December 1 and 2, Knowland twice voted 
against Senate censure or condemnation of Sen. Me- 
i'arthy. There followed a series of statements from 
President Eisenhower, the White House, and Know­ 
land. saying the reports of differences between them 
were being exaggerated. And on .lanuary 4 Senate 
Republicans re-elected Knowland as their leader. 
As recently as April 27, Knowland attacked the 
administration’s willingness to negotiate with the Red 
Chinese. At the same time he said his opposition on 
this .score did not 
up to the present moment”— 
affect his position as Republican leader.

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Senator Knowland 
Not So "Irregular' 


If one looks only at the voting record of Senator 
William F. Knowland. Republican leader in the Sen* 
ate, he appears more nearly a “regular 
than his 
statements on foreign policy make him out to be. 
At the 1953 and 1954 sessions, Senator Knowland 
went down the line with the administration on every 
important roll call but those on the Bricker amend­ 
ment and censure of McCarthy. 
He was one of a 
minority of Republicans voting in 1953 against a 
proposal by Senator McCarthy to penalize foreign aid 
recipients if they traded with Bed China. 
Also in 
1953. Knowland voted against a move by Senator John 
W. Bricker to forbid trial in foreign courts of U. S. 
troops serving with NATO 
But when it comes to the U N., the U.S.. and Red 
China, Knowland has consistently opposed adminis­ 
tration attempts «t keeping the door open for negotia­ 
tions with Red China. 
Before he became majority 
leader, as chairman of the Senate Republican Policy 
Committee in 1953, Knowland introduced a resolution 
calling for U. S 
withdrawal from the U N . if Red 
China were admitted. In the end, the Senate declared 
that “it is the sense of Congress that the Chinese 
Communist government should not he admitted ” 
Knowland was advocating a blockade of Red 
China as long ago as February 7, 1953. He became 
acting majority leader only on June IO, 1953. He was 
elected majority leader on August 4, after the death 
of Senator Taft. 
Curiously, five senators who were absont from 
that caucus were on record as favoring a postpone­ 
ment of choosing a successor to Taft. 
They were 
Styles Bridges (N.H.), McCarthy. Bricker, Herman 
Welker (Ida i. and George W. Malone (Nev ), all 
members of the Republican right wing for which 
Knowland is becoming increasingly the spokesman. 
Knowland on November 27, 1954, repeated his 
demand for a blockade of Red China, at the same 
time saying that he had not consulted with the State 
or Defense Departments. Secretary of State Dulles 
first and then President FJsenhower ruled out a 
blockade as an “act of war.” 
Then on December I and 2. Knowland twice voted 
against Senate censure or condemnation of Sen Mc­ 
Carthy. There followed a series of statements from 
President Eisenhower, the White House, and Know­ 
land, saying the reports of differences between them 
were being exaggerated. And on January 4 Senate 
Republicans re-elected Knowland as their leader. 
As recently as April 27, Knowland attacked the 
administration’s willingness to negotiate with the Red 
Chinese. At the same time he said his opposition on 
this score did not— “up to the present moment’’— 
affect his position as Republican leader.

The Battle Against God 


No matter what is being done in some countries to 
kill God, somehow the memory of Bis loving kindness 
lingers and the men of power discover themselves to be 
dwarfed things in His presence. I was reading recently 
a radio talk made in Albania which contained these 
paragraphs 
“ Education against superstitions is of great impor­ 
tance. 
But, unfortunately, many parents do little to edu­ 
cate their children in a spirit which will free them of 
religious superstitions. 
Why is it so? 
In reality the p ar­ 
ents do their best to teach them how to keep clean and 
how to respect grown people. They also help them under­ 
stand the facts of the present (word m isting’1. But they 
forget to educate their children in a way which will free 
them of religious superstitions which are very harm ful, 
especially for children. 
“ Tales about God 
such as nothing can escape the 
so-called God s eye and that the smallest sin is punished, 
exert a strong effect on children. So do the stories about 
the horrible tortures in purgatory and those which say 
that m an s steps are shadowed by a devil. 


It it infeeretting to note that all the effort*, of the 
atheists, harked hv all the power of government, can­ 
not penetrate Into the family circle. What Is here said 
about Albania ean he applied to all the countries be­ 
hind the iron curtain. 
No matter what they do and 
what they say, mothers continue to bootleg God into 
the home, at great risk to themselves, for their own 
children may be government spies. 


The speaker on the broadcast, whose name is not 
given, tells this: 
“ Here is what a girl of a village school writes about 
this case: after pointing out that at school she was taught 
and knew that narrations about God were only fabrica­ 
tions. she adds: 
‘At home we must listen to our parents. They tell us 
tales about God 
So I again forget the words of my teacher 
and respect only what my mother says.’ 
Another pupil, 
the daughter of religious parents, writes: 
When I am at 
school I hardly believe in God, but when I get home I 
begin to believe in God.’ This disharmony between the 
family and the school mutilates the child’s soul. harm s, 
and make difficult the development of his will, and teaches 
the pupil to become a hypocrite.'* 


Parents are called upon to stop teaching doctrines 
of Christianity in their homes. They are warned that 
such ehtldren are hound to have unhappy lives, by 
whirh is meant that they will he precluded from join­ 
ing the ruling party and therefore their opportunities 
in life will be limited. 


Father Georges Bissonnette, the Roman Catholic priest 
who was expelled from Moscow, explains this attitude: 
•'Communism, at least the Leninist com munism pre­ 
vailing in the Soviet Union, is intrinsically atheistic. 
No 
m atter who holds the Red helm. be it Malenkov. Bulgatun 
or Khrushchev, he must necessarily be dedicated to ex­ 
tirpating what communism considers as 'religious super­ 
stitions.’ ** 
Nevertheless, the people of these countries do not 
forget their traditions entirely and when such a festival 
as Christmas or Easter comes along, there is a nostalgia 
for the old ways. This cannot be erased even in Soviet 
Russia where efforts in that direction have been made 
with vehemence since 1917. 
Father Bissonnette tells a 
story which is perhaps symptomatic of the emotional 
response to the challenge of atheism: 


“ The fact is that young people were still being 
married in rhurrh. baptised and educated in the faith. 
They were even becoming adept in answering the 
ridicule heaped on religion. 
When one atheistic lec­ 
turer ridiculed belief in a God. because, as he put it, 
the world was functioning sn smoothly it did not need 
a God. be got this reply from his listeners: ‘That just 
shows how stupid you are and how smart God is. God 
t« so intelligent that He can make a world which can 
run by itself.’ "

U. S. Investment In Spain Logical And Farsighted 


MADRID — Construction is to 
begin this month on a 
pipeline 
nearly 500 miles long to carry fuel 
from an Atlantic port on the coast 
Af Spain to three big air bases far 
inland. All the plans have been 
m ade and the workers have been 
assembled for what is perhaps the 
most spectacular project in the 
American defense program inside 
Spain. 
Starting at Cadiz, which is a few 
miles from Gibraltar, and running 
to Seville and then to a point near 
Madrid and finally across country 
to Saragossa, this modern means 
of transportation has been found 
necessary because of the meager 
facilities by rail and highway. It 
will take 435 calendar days to com­ 
plete the job. and the line should 
he functioning in the latter half of 
1956. 


Spanish Government Cooperating 


The government of Spain has 
given every consideration to the 
American and Spanish contractors 
who have joined together to build 
the line. which will cost a little less 
than $5,000,000 for labor and an 
equal sum for m aterials. Bids were 
taken 
from various 
contractors, 
and the contract way; awarded to 
the lowest bidder. A Spanish com­ 
pany. as is required by regulation 
here, participates with a minority 
interest and virtually all the em ­ 
ployes 
are 
Spanish.

The sam e can be said 
of curare, the South American In­ 
dian poison; small doses relieve 
pain and muscle spasm whereas 
large quantities are toxic. 
Some ill effects are traceable to 
idiosyncrasies in which the com­ 
pound does the opposite of what 
was intended. Sedatives are given 
to induce sleep but now and then 
make the individual wide awake, 
excited, or even maniacal. 
But drug reactions usually are 
on 
an 
allergic 
basis. 
Asthma. 
hives, and eczem a are the most 
common manifestations. In most 
instances, allergy develops grad­ 
ually, but sometim es the reaction 
occurs the first time the prepara- 
t» n is taken. 
In 
others, 
symptoms 
result 
from a minute quantity of a rem ­ 
edy that previously could be taken 
with impunity. 
Individuals bothered along this 
line get a trem endous wallop from 
tiny doses. 
This 
is particularly 
true among older people who can­ 


not handle everyday medications. 
Small 
amounts of sedatives put 
them to sleep and a minute dose of 
quinine creates unusual dizziness 
and ear ringing 
These 
persons 
are sensitive rather than allergic 
to the action of the drug.
